ORDINANCE NO. 2 


AN ORDINANCE CREATING THE OFFICE OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF MENLO PARK SANITARY DISTRICT, SAN MATEO COUNTY, 
STATE OF CALIFORNIA, PROVIDING FOR THE FILLING OF SAID 
OFFICE AND PROVIDING THE DUTIES OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 


SAID DISTRICT. 
The Sanitary Board of MENLO PARK SANITARY-DISTRICT of the 


County of San Mateo, State of California, do ordain as follows: 
Section 1.—There is hereby created the office of Superintendent of 


One Year 


MENLO PARK SANITARY DISTRICT, San Mateo County, State of Cali--. 


fornia. Me 
Section 2.—The Superintendent of said sanitary district shall be ap- 


pointed by the Sanitary Board of said district and hold office during the 
pleasure of said board. It shall be the duty of said Superintendent to super- 
intend, supervise, and inspect all sewers and sewer connections, the laying and 
installation of any sewers, and the repairing of old ones, to see that all sewers 
are properly maintained, repaired and flushed and kept in good condition and 
to do such other things as said Sanitary Board shall from time to time in- 
struct him to do, and as are required of him by other ordinances of said dist- 
rict. 

Section 3.—The Sanitary Board shall fix the compensation of the Super- 
intendent of the district and may base said compensation upon fees or hourly, 
daily, monthly or yearly wages. 

Section 4—The Sanitary Board shall employ and furnish the superin- 
tendent of the district with such assistants as the Board shall deem necessary. 
The Sanitary Board shall fix the compensation of the assistants. 

Section 5.—The said Superintendent may also, at the pleasure of said 
board, hold the office of plumbing inspector of said district.

ORDINANCE NO. 3 


AN ORDINANCE OF MENLO PARK SANITARY DISTRICT OF SAN 
MATEO COUNTY REGULATING THE OPENING AND CONNECTING OF 
SEWERS AND THE REPLACING OF EXCAVATIONS FOR SEWERS AND 
PROVIDING PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION THEREOF. 

The Sanitary Board of the Menlo Park Sanitary District of the County 


of San Mateo, State of California, do ordain as follows: 
Section 1.—No sewer shall be opened nor shall any connection be made

with a sewer without written permission of the superintendent of the Sanitary 
District having \been first obtained nor shall any excavation be made for a 
sewer on a public highway, alley, court or place without the permission of said 
superintendent having first been obtained. All excavations on any such public 
highway, alley, court or place shall be marked with proper danger signals, and 
between sunset and sunrise red signal lights shall be placed at each end of 
such excavations and at intervals not more than ten feet apart. No sewer or 
connection therewith shall be laid or covered up without first having the ap- 
proval of the superintendent of the said Sanitary District. 

Section 2.—Any person desiring to make excavations for any sewer on 
any public highway, alley, court or place shall deposit with the superintend- 
ent of the Sanitary District such) amount as the said superintendent shall 
estimate will be required to cover the cost of properly refilling said excavation 
and to place the surface in as good condition as it was before the excavation. 
When the inspector shall become satisfied that said excavation has been prop- 
erly filled in and the surface properly reconstructed as aforesaid, then the 
said deposit shall be repair to the person making the deposit. If said person 
does not, properly refill said excavation and repair the surface as aforesaid 
within a reasonable time the said superintendent shall have authority to use 
said amount theretofore deposited with him or as much as shall be necessary 
in having the excavation refilled and surface repaired, and the balance if 
any of said deposit shall be repaid to the person’ making the depdsit. 

Section 3.—Any person, firm, or corporation, violaiing or assisting in vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be guilty of a misdemean- 
or, and upon conviction thereof, shall be punishable by a fine not exceeding 
one hunderd dollars, or by imprisonment in the County Jail of the County of 
San Mateo, State of California, not exceeding thirty days,.or by both such fine 
and imprisonment.

Section 1—On and after the 10th day of February, 1928, it shall be un- 
lawful for any person, firm or corporation to have upon any lands which abut 
upon a street, in which street there is a sewer, any cesspool or septic tank, or out- 
side toilet, and all buildings situated upon such land which are occupied by 
human beings shall be connected with said street sewers; provided, however, 
upon application being made to the superintendent of the Sanitary District 
he may grant permits for temporary cesspools or toilets during construction 
of buildings. 

Section 2—Any person, firm or corporation violating or assisting in vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be punishable by a fine not 
exceeding $100.00 or by imprisonment in the County Jail of San Mateo County 
not exceeding thirty days or by both such fine and imprisonment.

Section 84.—A group of urinals may be supplied from one tank, the ca- 
vacity of which is to ke proportionate to the number of urinals supplied, but, 
in no case shall the capacity be less than one gallon for each urinal served; 
the flush pipes must be sufficiently large. ’ 

Section 85.—More than two urinals shall be construed as being a group 
of urinals, and the flush pipe or pipes thereto must be so arranged as to pro- 
vide an equalized pressure and -volume of water to all, and each urinal on the 
range.

| urinal, slop or scullery sink compartment, shall discharge into, nor ventilate, 
| any other compartment whatsoever. - 

Section 100.—_When a building has been inspected and the plumbing 
work condemned by the Board of Trustees as being in an unsanitary condition, 
the Health Officer shall give a written notice to that effect, informing the 
agent, or owner, or occupant of said building what character of repairs or im- 

provements shall be made. 

| Section 101—When a building is moved, or when an addition or an 
alteration is made to and in a building, where new fixtures are to be put in the 
additions and old fixtures are to be altered and reset in the old portion of the 
building, then the new fixtures put in, must comply with these rules and regu- 
| lations. 

Section 102.—No sewer, drain, soil, waste, or vent pipes, of any kind shall 
| be built in brick, stone or concrete walls. When necessary to conceal pipes of 
this class, then they must be run in suitable reveals or recesses. 

Section 103.—All sewers, drains, soil, waste, and vent pipes, which are 
not of iron-stone, must have all openings stopped and be filled with water. 

Section 104——When a system of plumbing has been tested in sections, 
| then there shall be another test made after the various lines have beeti con~- 
| nected together, and this last test shall be a water pressure equal to a column 
| 10 feet above the lowest point of the sewer or drain located within the prem- 
ises. 


Section 105.—Wooden plugs shall not be allowed in the testing of a 
plumbing system. 

Section 106—Any person, firm, or corporation obtaining a permit and 
satisfactory certificate of inspection from the proper authorities of the town 
of Athetton or the City of Menlo Park and exhibiting the same to the superin- 
tendent of the Menlo Park Sanitary District shall be a sufficient compliance 
with the terms of this ordinance. 

Section 107—Any person, firm, or corporation, violating or assisting in 
violating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be punishable by a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the County Jail of the county 
of San Mateo, State of California, not exceeding thirty days, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment.
